Rholnc, w h ich arriv ed h ere to-day from Bre­ 
men, rep o rts th a t on Oct. 24th, at 7 p. m., In 
In latitu d e 49.38, lo ngitude 27.41, sh e fell In 
w ith the D utch steam er Moasdain, from Rot­ 
terdam for New Y ork, w hich w as a ll ablaze. 
The U heine took from th e boats th e passen­ 
gers and crew , n u m bering 188 In all, and 
brought th em to this port.

c a r­ 
bonates, or oxido of inelalx cip n b lc of re­ 
m oving or destroying auy salt-ho oils w hich 
m ay have been generated by treatm en t with 
su lp h u ric acid. 
T he d istillation la con­ 
d u cted w ith o u t Injecting steam or w ater 
tu tu th e contents of th e still. 
Before d is­ 
tillin g they soinclluict subm it the liq u id to 
rep eated treatm ent w ith fresh su lp h u ric 
acid u ntil th e acid ceases to be colored, or 
nearly so.
